A communication wan received from the Com-
mittee on Science and Aria ot tne Franklin
Institute relative to a ot protection
against lightning lor tho lilocklcy Almshouse.

"Ihe elemenU of efficient protection against lltrht-nin- g

are sotlicient conductors, o evaei sufOoeutly at
above the liipnest points of buddings to bo pro-
tected, Itand ciose enough together to leave no por-
tion unvuaided. terminated above with and
durable mot a lie points to oxeiclse tlioir induo'ivn
action upon the c.ouds, and connected bo ow wi. h a
uil.ciml suriace of water, or constant. y moist

groui.d. to insure easr eleeir cal discharges. Thrs
ri nuuetors should ail be counected tugotner and
have srge musses ot metal in the bui ding, or irs
immediate vicinity, connected with tlie.n byi'ie.allio
communication

"To apply these principles to the buildings, wo
recommend that rods ot one and a naif inch round
i on be elected on the chimneys of each trout, upon
that tide ol the chimney which is towards the
combing ot tlio r oi; taai these rod be rai-e- d at
least fifteen feet above the t ds of tho chimneva, aud
If necessary, properly staved by iron rods flora the
root. Experience has shown that a sufficient con-
ductor is capable of pioiecting a circle below it
v hnse ri:duin s from two and a halt to three timos
the height of the point ot the conduo'or aboie tne 'n
tmiu o oo iirotuctod lne ci.iiiinevS on t ie
mi lding ot the almshouse aie from six to seven feet

appaiaius.

"As an additional secuti'v it wou d be eioedioot
to connect tlie rods witu the water and res pipes of
tne nouse, mo connection to ce maoe oy soldering.
At tne uoper euus tne iign.uing rods erected upon
tne chimneys snouia oe tcimiuated Dv a brush or
codar ol points surrounding a central one ; the points
oi ma co ar snouiu oe turuea outwjros at an an jie aof aho it lortv five degrees, or, what would b better.
t' collar should be maoe with double the usual
cuniLer of points (say twentv), aud every aitornate
one rem turned our, so as o oe Horizontal, tno in rt
termediate ones Doing bent outwards at an angle oi
lort -- Ave degrees.

"Tlie committee recommend that the points should
f eof wrongiit-iron- , and oarefully and heavily gild' d,
so as to withstand all atnio.Mibonc influences, the
.length of the point being about ix times the dia
meter ot tne rod, oraoout nine incnes,

"It there be anv dilliculiv found in having the iron
permanently gilded, tbe points should bo made of
copper, ot tne same annenaions, ana tnorou?niy
glided. Tbe no su ought to be from time to time
exaui'iied. to fee thut tliev have retained their sharp-
ness nnd that the gilding is intact

"With f system of rods thus provided, the work
being well done, tbe committee bolieve that the
bu idmg- - win be ent rely out ot danger of any
ectniage irom iigntning,
